A  ^record 
Cooperative  Pro; 
budget  of  $30,047, 
will  TC  proposed  to  messengers 
when  the  2000  Mississippi 
Baptist  Convention  convenes 
October  31-November  1  at  First 
Church,  Jackson. 

The  proposed  budget  repre¬ 
sents  a  $1,964,648  (7%)  increase 
over  the  2000  Mississippi  CP 
budget  of  $28,083,349,  current¬ 
ly  in  effect  through  the  end  of 
tn^ear. 

Tne  100-member  Mississippi 

Baptist  Convention _ 

Board  (MBCB),  meet¬ 
ing  at  the  Baptist 
Building  in  Jackson  on 
August  29,  approved 
sending  the  proposed 
budget  —  the  first  ever 
to  top  $30,000ff0  —  to 
messengei  S"'3fteif*T11G 
board's  budget  com¬ 
mittee  spent  tne  better 
part  of  the  vear  2000 
assembling  tne  figures. 

Highli^ts  of  the 
proposed  budget 
include: 

•  An  increase  of 
$812,651,  in  the  SBC 
category,  to  bri^  the 
total  to  $10,516,7^  — 
the  first  time  that 
amount  has  surpassed 
$10.5  million. 

•  The  first  percent¬ 
age  increase  to  the 
SBC  since  1991  (from 
34.55%  to  35%). 

In  1995,  messengers 
voted  that  a  portion  of 
the  funds  designated 
for  SBC  causes  be 
administered  here  in 
Mississippi.  The 
amount  administered 
in  Mississippi  is  the 
portion  entitled, 
’'Directly  Funded 
Missions."  In  the  cur¬ 
rent  budget  year, 

34.55%  is  TCing  for¬ 
warded  to  the  SBC 
and  2.45%  is  being 
administered  within 
the  state  for  partner¬ 
ship  missions  and 
home  missions  work 
in  Mississippi. 

•  The  SKZ  will  also 
receive  the  hugest  dol¬ 
lar  increase  of  any  item 
in  the  budget,  and  41% 
of  the  total  increase! 
over  last  year's! 
Mississippi  CP  budgetj 
will  go  to  the  SBC. 


For  the  first  time,  the 
MBCB  Partnership  Missions 
department  will  oe  directly 
funded  by  the  Mississippi  por¬ 
tion  of  the  CP  budget. 

Partnership  N^ssions  has 
previously  bwn  funded  under 
the  SBC  causes  portion  of  the 
budget. 

•  The  challenge  portion  — 
any  funds  over  the  amount 
ne^ed  to  fully  fund  the  budget 
will  be  divided  50%  to 
Christian  education  in 
Mississippi;  30%  to  internation¬ 
al  missions;  10%  to  North 
American  missions;  and  10®/o  to 
Mississippi  missions. 


In  other  business,  the  MBCB 
executive  committee  approved 
the  hiring  of  two  new  employ¬ 
ees  and  the  reassignment  of 
another  employee. 

Tony  Martin,  formerly  min¬ 
ister  of  education  at  First 
Church,  McComb,  will  join  Ihe' 
staff  of  The  Baptist  Record  as 
associate  editor,  beginning 
September  11. 

Martin  is  a  graduate  of  Troy 
State  University  in  Alabama, 
where  he  majorM  in  journalism, 
and  Southwestern  Seminary, 
where  he  earned  the  master  of 
relimous  education  degree.

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All  across  Mississippi  and  the  coun^, 
the  populist  movement  for  offering 
an  unsanctioned,  non-officitil  prayer 
before  high  school  football  games  has 
found  quite  a  following. 

This  disparate  movement  is  known  by  a 
variety  of  names,  and  sprang  im  after  the 
U5.  Supreme  Court  rulea  several  weeks  ago 
that  the  long-standi^  tradition  of  pregame 
prayer  was  illegal.  Tne  goal  of  tiie  various 
groups  is  the  same,  however  —  at  some 
point  before  tiie  opening  kickoff  of  each 
game,  anyone  in  the  stan&  and  on  the  field 
who  wishes  to  volimtarily  do  so  is  invited  to 
join  in  a  recitation  of  The  Lord's  Prayer. 

TTius  far  the  recitations  have 
been  low-key  and  without  incident. 
No  one  has  oeen  threatened  if  they 
don't  pcirticipate,  and  many  fans  in 
the  stands  are  still  doing  wnat  they 
always  did  during  the  bygone  days 
of  official  pregame  prayers:  moving 
aroimd,  talking,  going  to  the  con¬ 
cession  stand,  and  preparing  to  yell 
.obscenities  at  the  opposing  side  the 
instant  the  prayer  ends. 

Nonetheless,  momentum  for  the 
idea  is  building.  The  New  York 
Times  noted  last  week  that  a  smat- 
l  H.  tering  of  students  in  the  steinds  for  a 

,  T_  game  in  Hattiesburg  quietly  held 

*  hands  and  began  praying.  Before 

r  The  Lord's  Prayer  was  complete, 

most  of  the  4,500  people  in  tiie  stands 
had  joined  in,  the  newspaper  reported. 

People  praying  in  the  stands  before  a 
high  school  foomall  game  in  Asheville, 
N.C.,  drew  front  page  coverage  in  USA 
Today,  a  nationally-published  newspaper. 

A  radio  station  in  Forest  City,  N.C., 
offered  a  prayer  immediately  prior  to  the 
station's  hve  broadcast  of  a  local  football 
game,  and  encouraged  fans  in  the  stands  to 
turn  up  their  radios  during  the  prayer. 

According  to  press  reports,  a  ^roup  in 
Pontotoc  set  up  their  own  public  address 
system  on  private  property  adjacent  to  the 
football  stadium  and  aimed  a  prayer 
toward  the  stadium  before  the  game  oegan. 
In  Kirbyville,  Texas,  pastors  from  a  cross- 


section  of  tiie  city's  denomina¬ 
tions  have  formed  prayer  groups 
that  pray  at  various  places 
around  tne  stadium  before  tiie 
game  begins. 

Reaction  has  been  pre¬ 
dictable.  In  the  North  Carolina 
city  where  a  "We  Still  Pray" 
rally  drew  an  estimated  37,(XX) 
people  to  the  high  school  foot- 
oair  stadium,  a  local  pagan 
group  has  demanded  equal  use 
of  the  stadium  for  a  "We  Still  Do 
Magic"  rally. 

Mississippi  American  Civil 
Liberties  Union  (ACLU)  direc¬ 
tor  David  Ingebretsen  was  quot¬ 
ed  in  The  V^ll  Street  Journal  as 
stating,  "It  seems  to  me  that  a 
planned,  spontaneous  prayer 
cannot  ^  spontaneous  and  it 
violates  the  court's  ruling.  If  this 

Elanned,  spontaneous  prayer 
appens,  it  forces  everyone 
there  to  hear  that  prayer  Or  par¬ 
ticipate  in  it." 

The  New  York  Times  editorial¬ 
ized  that  while  a  student-initiat¬ 
ed  prayer  in  the  stands  may  pass 
legal  muster,  it  could  still  be  con¬ 
strued  as  socially  coercive  and 
"...no  less  threatening  to  religious 
freedom  than  organized  school  prayer." 

Must  we  begin  checking  prayers  and  ser¬ 
mons  witii  an  attorney  brfore  we  pray  and 
preach  to  be  sure  we  aren't  offending  anycKie?

t's  the  problem  with 


r  V  evolution?  As  a 
Christian  and  a  scientist,  I  have 
struggled  for  many  years  to  find 
points  of  conflict  between  the 
Bible  and  the  theory  of  evolu¬ 
tion  that  seem  to  trouble  so 
many  people.  I  simply  cannot 
find  these  points  of  conflict. 

The  Bible  tells  us  that  God 
created  the  heavens  and  the 
ear^  and  all  tiiat  dwell  therein. 
It  also  tells  us  that  God's  con¬ 
cept  of  time  is  very  different 
from  the  human  concgit  of  time 
(Psalm  90:4, 2  Peter  3:^. 

That  is  all  the  Bible  tells  us  as 
actual  fact  The  Bible  does  not  tell 
us  that  God  created  tiie  plants 
and  animals  in  their  modem 
form,  how  he  created  ^lose  plants 
and  animals,  or  how  loi«  in 
human  terms  it  toctic  him  to  do  so. 

Let's  look  at  the  issues  a  tittle 
more  closely.  God  initiated  the 
process  by  creating  light  and 
matter,  apparently  through  the 
process  tnat  we  ciescribe  in  the 
’'Big  Bang"  theory  of  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  the  universe.  After  about 
10  billion  years  —  a  mere  day  to 
God  —  he  created  the  earth  and 
other  planets  from  the  clouds  of 
matter  swirling  around  the  star 
we  call  the  sun.

What's  the  problem 

with  evolution  ?

ing  using  potassium-argon  and 
uranium-thorium  methods, 
leave  no  doubt  of  the  antiquity 
of  these  rock  layers. 

These  understandings  all 
rest  on  tiie  scientific  research  of 
Nicolas  Copernicus,  a  man  of 
God.  Where  is  the  conflict? 

God  created  tiie  plants  and 
animals,  apparently  ttirough  the 
process  or  evolution.  Evolution 
simply  recognizes  that  the  indi¬ 
viduals  produced  by  some  com¬ 
binations  of  genetic  material  are 
better  able  to  gather  food,  resist 
disease,  reproauce,  etc.,  <md  that 
tiiese  individuals  will  survive 
the  tribulations  of  life  on  earth 
emd  prosper  at  the  expense  of 
less  well-adapted  life  forms. 

CXir  understanding  of  evolu¬ 
tion  depends  on  the  genetic 
research  of  Gregor  Mendel,  a 
man  of  God.  Again,  where  is 
the  conflict? 


Nowhere  in  the  Bible  does  it 
say  that  God  created  each  plant 
and  animal  in  its  modem  form, 
nor  does  the  Bible  mention  all 
life  forms  that  have  not  sur¬ 
vived  to  modem  times  (such  as 
dinosaurs). 

The  fossil  record  is  incom¬ 
plete  at  this  stage,  but  year  by 
year  it*  becomes  more  complete 
andltiie  intermediate  forms  tiiat 
led  from  one  animal  to  anotiier 
and  one  plant  to  another  become 
increasingly  available  to  us. 

If  fcict,  we  know  that  God  did 
not  create  all  creatures  in  tiieir 
modem  form  because  many 
plants  and  animals,  such  as 
Santa  Gertmdis  and  Charlois 
cattle  and  triticale  and  modem 
varieties  of  wheat,  have  been 
developed  by  evolution  from 
earlier  forms  m  our  lifetimes. 

However,  we  should  note  tiiat 
all  unequivocally-documented 


change  the  world.  While  the  Christians 
who  are  promoting  pregame  prayers  across 
America  may  never  be  callea  upon  to  pay 
the  ultimate  price  as  did  our  ^vior,  uiey 
can  expect  to  be  ridiculed,  condemned, 
ostracized,  and  possibly  imprisoned.

GWERU,  Zim¬ 
babwe  (BP)  —  Screams 
pierced  the  air  as 
invaders  forced  their 
way  onto  the  farm  just 
outside  Gweru, 
Zimbabwe. 

The  attackers 
forcibly  marched 
frightened  farm  work¬ 
ers  to  the  workers'  liv¬ 
ing  compound,  where 
they  beat  the  workers 
wim  axes,  picks,  and 
heavy  sticl».  Others 
they  forced  to  strip  to 
their  underclothes  in 
the  middle  of  the 
Zimbabwe  winter  and 
then  sing  emd  dcmce  by 
the  firelight. 

The  owners  of  the 
farm,  Derek  and  Sandy 
Shaw,  locked  them¬ 
selves  in  the  main 
house  and  watched  as 
the  path  of  destruction 
headed  their  way.  The 
couple  had  fully  expect¬ 
ed  their  farm  to  be 
forcefully  invaded  by 
the  government-backed 
war  veterans,  but  no 
one  was  prepared  for 
God's  miraculous  inter¬

GAMALAKHE,  South  Africa  (BP)  —  Seated  on  a  soqcer  field 
under  an  afternoon  sun,  several  thousand  Zulu  students 
recently  made  decisions  for  Christ  in  South  Africa.  A  volunteer 
team  from  North  Carolina  spent  a  week  in  July  visiting  11,000 
students  at  19  schools  in  the  Gamalakhe  area. 

One  day,  the  schools  closed  early,  allowing  7JOOO  students, 
teachers,  principals,  and  coiiununity  members  to  gather  on  a 
soccer  field.  The  Gospel  was  presents  after  three  l^e  student 
choirs  performed.  More  than  3,500  students  made  some  kind  of 
decision  for  Christ  at  the  rally  and  during  the  week. 

"The  rally  truly  turned  out  to  be  cm  African-style  rally," 
reported  Andrew  Limbaugh,  an  International  Mission  Board 
missionary  to  South  Africa.  "Even  though  it  seemed  totally 
chaotic  and  completely  unorgcinized  at  times,  there  were  many 
who  heard  and  responded  to  the  message  of  the  Gospel." 

The  8.5  million  ^ulu  live  primarily  in  the  area  orkwaZulu 
Natal.  While  there  are  many  Christian  Zulus,  p>eople  common¬ 
ly  mix  their  Christianity  with  traditional  ancestor  worship. 

The  Zulu  traditionalty  believe  their  ancestors  interceae  for 
them  to  a  distant  god.  tney  offer  sacrificial  animals  and  cere¬ 
monial  beer  to  appease  and  speak  to  their  ancestors. 

"V^ile  contacting  the  schools  about  the  jxissibility  of  this 
event,  all  the  principals  enthusiastically  accepted  the  idea," 
Limbaugh  saicL  "We  heard  comments  like,  'We  have  too  many 

tods  in  our  schools,'  and  'Many  of  the  children  here  are  into 
evil  worship,'  and  'There  are  many  drugs  in  our  schools.' 
"What  a  testimony  of  the  need  here."

Group 
denounces 
'holy  war' 

SKOPJE,  Macedonia  (ABP) 
—  An  international  movement 
against  ethnic  cleansing  has 
written  an  open  letter  con¬ 
demning  Muslims  who  have 
declared  a  holy  war  against 
Christians  in  Indonesia. 

Islamic  extremists  have  since 
1999  killed  thousands  of 
Christians  in  the  Malukus 
Islands  of  IrKlonesia.  Thousands 
of  others  have  fled  as  refugees. 
The  island  nation  in  Southeast 
Asia  is  about  80%  Muslim. 

Framers  of  the  new 
Stockholm  Accords  on  Ethnic 
Cleansing,  a  multinational, 
interfaith  effort  aimed  at  end¬ 
ing  genocide  in  the  21st  cen¬ 
tury,  denounced  the  call  to 
"jihad"  in  an  August  meeting 
in  Macedonia. 

The  open  letter  calls  on 
people  inside  and  outside 
Indonesia  to  cease  "instigat¬ 
ing,  aiding,  or  abetting  hatred, 
violence,  genocide,  or  ethnic 
cleansing."  It  further  urges  aid 
to  displaced  piersons  and 
efforts  to  return  them  safely  to 
their  homes. 

It  also  calls  for  "creation  of 
a  Truth  and  Reconciliation 
Commission,  consisting  of 
reputable  and  honorable 
Indonesians  of  diverse  back¬ 
grounds  and  experiences,  to 
reaffirm  that  all  human  life  is 
sacred,  and  to  provide  a  heal¬ 
ing  response  to  violence."
